A-Base? 


Pilot Reveals 


WASHINGTON-IB-Col. Paul W. 


Tibbets, pilot of the Enola Gay, 
the plane that dropped the atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima, said today 
that spies tried to sneak into the 
B-» base where the bomber's crew 
got >U training. He said the spies 
.were captured. 
m The youthful colonel—he is only 


3T now—was commanding officer 
at the secret B-29 base at Wend- 
over, Utah, where the Enola Gay's 
f l i g h t crew was trained for his- 
tory's first A-bomb mission on 
Aug. «, 1945. 


Tibbets told a reporter that 


agents of two foreign countries 
were arrested near the closely- 
guarded base at a time when only 
a handful of scientists and high 
•military men knew about the A- 


bomb . He did not list their na- 
tionality. 


The foreign agents, Tibbets said, 


did not get into the base itself. 
They were apprehended in the gen- 
eral area, he said, adding that he 
was sure they did not gain access 
to secret information. 


Back in 1»«4 and 1945 when he 


was commanding officer at Wend- 


~ over, Tibbets said, he was chiefly 
^concerned with the preparations 


for the dropping of the A-bomb 
and delegated base-guarding prob- 
lems t- 
1 hi* chief security officer. 


He did not personally handle the 
spies. Tibbets said, noting that 
"My security chief was alerted 
that in all probability these peo- 
ple were headed our way." He 
added: 


"I was informed they were ap- 


orehended and turned over to the 


'^Manhattan District military code 


name for the atomic bomb devel- 
opment project. I do not know 
what happened to them, and I am 
not at liberty to say how many 
there were or what countries they 
represented."

The testimony, to a House sub- 


committee investigating the de- 
partment, came from Roy M. 
Cohn, special r Trial tint to Attor- 
ney General McGranery. Cohn 
said hi* own argument* for re- 
leasing the report in October were 
over-ridden at a high-level confer- 
ence presided over by McGranery. 


Cohn said the decision favoring 


delay of the report was reached 
by Charles Murray, assistant at- 
torney general in charge of the 
criminal division, Deputy Attorney 
General ROB* Malone. and Myles 
Lane, the U. 8. attorney for the 
Southern District of New York. • 


Cohn said someone—he .couldn't 


remember who—brought up the 
suggestion that if the New York 
grand jury came out with its re- 
port at that time, the month before 
the presidential election, "it would 
be used as a political football and 
pulled apart by everybody."

Cohn said tie told his .colleagues:

The possibility that Secretary of 


State Acheson might be called aa a 
witness arose Monday. 


Rep. Keating (R-NY) told re- 


porters Acheson may be' sum- 
moned Wednesday. The State De- 
partment has categorically denied 
attempting to interfere with the 
grand jury. 


Meanwhile, four Justice Depart- 


ment officials — Roy Cohn, Myles 
Lane, Charles Murray and William 
Foley — were called to give their 
version of the case. 


The committee, which baa been 


investigation the Justice Depart- 
ment for almost a year, Monday 
heard from five jurors. 


They told about calling approxi- 


mately 100 U. 8. citizens employed 
by the UN and questioning them 
about their loyalty or Communist 
affiliations. 


About half of the witnesses re- 


fused to answer their questions, 
the jurors reported, claiming "the

perished, and three other* were be- 
lieved burned to death in a fire 
Monday which destroyed a South 
Side furniture store and warehouse. 
An'explosion preceded the spectac- 
ular blaze. 


The cause was undetermined. 


Fire Marshall Michael J. Corrigan 
estimated the damage at $100,000 
to $150,000. 


Firemen found the bodies of two 


men and a woman in the smolder- 
Ing ruins of the four-story building 
of the General Furniture Company 
at 6165 South Halsted Street They 
were tentatively identified as com- 
pany employes. 


Firemen said another employe, a 


salesman, and two unidentified 
woman customers were reported 
seen in the basement at the time 
of the explosion and presumably 
were trapped by flames. Firemen 
continued searching the debris for 
their bodies. 


About 1« employes were in the 


store, located in the heart of the 
city's largest neighborhood* busi- 
ness center, when the fire broke 
out All except four were accounted 
for, police said. 


Police identified the dead as 


Harold Kistner, 54, th« store's per- 
sonnel manager; Earl Hildebrand, 
55, advertising manager, and Miss 
Elaine Lapka, 26, a bookkeeper. 
The missing employe was 'Alvin 
Kessell, 55. 


Stronger of Brodie Twins 
To Get Skull Top Today 


CHICAGO—CSV-Surgeons 


were set today to start build- 
ing Ta skull top for Rodney Dee 
Brodie in an effort to pull the 
15-months-old Siamese twin 
off the critical list and start 
him toward a normal life. 
The preliminary plastic proce- 


dure was scheduled for 8 a.m. CST 
but was postponed temporarily in 
the chance the boy's condition 
would grow stronger by later in the 
day. 


Operated I*c. 17 


The procedure will be the first 


undertaken since Rodney Dee was 
separated from his brother, Roger 
Lee, in a history making operation 
Dec). 17. 


Both twins are in critical con- 


dition, but Rodney is the stronger 
and the "biologically fnwst." 


The operation planned Is some- 


what of an emergency nature, to 
avoid possible brain infection. 


"We would have preferred to 


wait until Rodney Is stronger, but 
he needs *ome sort of brain cov- 
ering before he can irrprove," said 
a person in close contact with the 
case. 


Rodney bas been eov^out for 


11 days and no longer requires 
oxygen to stay 'alive. 


Roger is still "very precarious" 


and unable to undergo any such 
treatment at this time. He is re- 
ceiving oxygen through a mask. 


The plastic procedure, described 


merely as a "glorified dressing" 
is the first of a long series planned 
in stages. 


Skin Flaps Made 


Both twins have skin flaps made 


in plastic surgery before the head- 
joined boys were separated. These 
flaps were affixed to their fore- 
heads and could be pulled over 
their expo*»d brains. 


Later surgeons would use bone 


grafts and a plastic or metal Bkull 
covering as a substitute for a nor- 
mal top. 


These substitute skull covering* 


would have to be replaced as the 
twin* continued to grow, assuming 
they survive.

FREEPORT—(Special)—Francis 


and James Spellman, former Ro- 
chelle train dealers sentenced to 
24 bourn in Jail each weekend for 
misappropriating g o v e r n m e n t 
grain, will begin serving their sen- 
tences Saturday. 


Francis, 33, president and gen- 


eral manager of the bankrupt 
Spellman Feed It Grain Co. of 
Rochelle, was placed on probation 
for five years and sentenced to a 
day in Jail each weekend for 9ft 
yean.

James, 31, a partner in the firm, 


was given three-year probation 
with* a sentence of a day in Jail 
each weekend for six months. 


The brothers were sentenced here 


SstvnUy by Federal Judge J. Sam 
Perry. Both had pleaded guilty to 
charges of converting about 1.105,- 
300 bushels of government grain to 
their own use. 


The Spellmans will serve their 


sentences in either Stephenson or 
Winnebago county jails, the deci- 
sion to be made this week by U. S. 
Marshal Thomas P. O'Donovan. 


The elder Spellman 
brother 


pleaded guilty to 27 charges of a 
28-count indictment returned by a 
federal grand jury. The 28th count 
was dismissed.* • • 


James pleaded guilty to twenty 


five of 36 counts in two indict- 
ments, and the* government agreed 
to nolle prosse the other charges. 


The court pointed sharp criticism 


at the commodity credit corpora- 
tion of the U. S. department of 
agriculture for not inspecting the 
Spellman elevator in Rochelle dur- 
ing the two years government 
grain was stored there. Under 
questioning by the court Saturday, 
Francis Spellman admitted using 
false bottoms in the grain bins to 
cover up the sale of government 
grain by the company. 


The probationary terms decided 


on by the court will force Francis 
Spellman to spend approximately 
130 days in jail during the next 
two and a half years, while James 
Spellman will spend approximately 
26 days in confinement,

Judge Perry reported the total 


amount involved in the case was 
about 
$500.000, which included 


$363,000 worth of government jgrain. 
The remainder of the money, was 
owed by the Spellman brothers to 
various persons and companies.

this method started producing 
milk.

been found in Illinois soils, some 


of the worst types have not shown 
up in abundance in research 
studies to date. 


Some definite cases of root dam- 


age have been found in the state, 
he said, but as yet we don't have 
enough evidence to determine the 
exact extent of the damage.

A mysterious character named Carmel Offie now enters the plot 


of the Lovestone Communists to take political control of Western Eu- 
rope under the undefined but indubitable auapices of our State De- 
partment, the A. F. of L. and the Garment Workers' Union. 
Offle 


formerly worked in the State Department.* The reasons for his leav- 
ing the department are not clear to me, but an official high in the 
bureaucracy in Washington which deals In "intelli- 
gence" and "security" has expressed distrust of 
the man's political activities. 


Offie is an old friend and associate of William 


C. Bullitt, who was a great Russian fan for a time, 
cheered for recognition of the Kremlin, served as 
our first ambassador under the Roosevelt reign and 
then became disillusioned. He has subsequently 
been accepted by our press and public as an ar- 
dent anti-Communist. I have no opinion one way 
or another, but in my calculations about the man 
I bear in mind that he married the late Louise 
tVMtftiooh 


Bryant, ths widow of John Reed, the Harvard Red who was buried 
in the Kremlin a* a hero of the Soviet revolutions. Louise Bryant was 
regarded as a Communist. 


Offie also worked for the central intelligence agency, a strange 


spying and whispering service and goodness knows what else, which 
blows million* of dollars on its own whimsical and completely confi- 
dential activities, all of them overseas. Its chief is Lleut.-Gen. Bedell 
Smith, who was Ike's chief of staff in the war and served three years 
in Russia as ambassador after the war. He also, like Bullitt, is now 
thoroughly convinced that the Soviet politicians are not to be trusted. 


It is beyond me to try to evaluate the work of the CIA because I 


have little knowledge of it* mysterious works. However, among a few 
professionals whom I have consulted. General Smith is not regarded 
as a qualified director of "Intelligence." The whole affair smacks 
of a burlesque on the dark, whispering tactics of European govern 
ments and the modern political machinations of the GPU, the gestapo 
and Mussolini's clumsy flat-feet. A friendly estimate of the CIA has 
It that this bureau's job is to decide what value to place upon 
Information gathered by its agent, to put forth propaganda for its 
own purposes and to "coordinate." It clashes with the FBI in some 
of it* functions. 


The fact that Irving Brown, a 


professional unioneer with abso- 
lutely no qualifications or official 
standing in our government, is 
openly encouraged by Truman, 
Acheson and the president-to-be. 
General Eisenhower, in his pesti 
ferous impudence in European do- 
mestic politics has not shocked the 
public *» sharply as I believe it 
should. Perhaps we are becom- 
ing shockproof. But at any rate 
here we do have a physically

to me (and I have tried without 
any success to interview him) was 
a demand for a Socialist revolu 
tion to set* up a system of Soviets 
in ,our country, supported 
by 


"workers" armed with guns. His 
known chief is Jay Lovestone. a 
communist of the deepest dye but 
an opponent of the Kremlin. 


One-agent of the CIA whispered 


to me that Offie was a dangerous 
character, but that Irving Brown 
was not a Lovestone communist 
any more and went on to say that 
Lovestone, himself, was still a 
Lovestone communist but was em- 
ployed by and responsible to Dave 
Dubinsky, who is a Socialist op- 
posed to Communism. 
He said 


the CIA had slushed a great deal 
of our money wcr*»ly into the 
European political enterprises of 
Dubinsky's union and in the same 
conversation told me 4hat Offie 


employed by th* union in New 


York as a political expert of some 
sort and that Offle was a man 
who needed watching.

our overseas political meddling 
whlck is being paid for by your 
taxes.

JACOBY OH BRIDGE 


Million Dollar Play Aids Bridge Player 


Br OSWALD JACOBY 


Take a look at Ike West cards In 


today's hand and try to pick out 
the tight defense. Imagine that 
you can see only the West band 
and the dummy and see what else 
you can imagine as the play de- 
velops. 
- , 


As West, you open the Jack of 


clubs against the contract of three 
no-trump. Dummy wins the first 
trick with the ace of clubs, and 
East drops the deuce of clubs. This 
warns you. of course, that there 
is very little nourishment in the 
club suit 


Declarer promptly leads a low 


diamond from dummy, East plays 
Use deuce, and South piays the ten. 
You win the trick with Ute ace of 
diamonds, and must now make the 
star play. Can you find the killing 
shift? 


Before Z point out the million- 


dollar play, let's do a little think- 
ing out loud. You know that de- 
clarer is ready to take four dia- 
monds and two hearts as soon as 
he regains o.e lead. 


He has already taken one dub 


trick, and you suspect that he has 
two more club tricks in reserve. 
Hence you know that declarer will 
win nine tricks unless you can find 
some way to take four more de- 
fensive tricks first. 


The only suit in which the set- 


ting tricks can be taken is the 
spade suit. Hence you must shift 
to spades at once. It is important 
to pick the right spade, for the nine 
ot spades is the only lead that will 
defeat the contract. 


When you lead the nine of spades 


dummy must cover with the ten, 
and East wins with the jack. East 
then returns the deuce of spades 
to your king, picking up South's 
eight of spades on the way. Now 
you' are in position to lead the 
three of spades through dummy, 
and your partner can win both 
spade tricks with his ace-seven. 


If you unwisely begin the spades 


by leading the three of spades, 
dummy will play low, and East 
will have to play the jack to win 
the trick. Mow dummy has a sure 
stopper in spades. 


If you begin the spades by lead- 


ing the king, you can then lead 
through the dummy only once. 
Hence your side will take only 
thre spade tricks instead of the 
four that you need to defeat the 
contract.

A few occasions'when you ask a 
child to do something, but pay no 
attention if he 'doesn't are suffi- 
cient to train him into a habit of 
disobedience. ... 


Do you make idle threats? If so 


be will soon lose respect for your 
word. 


Listen to Arguments 


Do you listen to his arguments? 


All that whining and arguing he 
goes through is simply to gain 
time in the hope you will change 
your mind or give in through sheer 
exasperation. 


Are you prone to give too many 


reason;*? 
Always explaining to 


your child undermines your au- 
thority to give an unquestioned 
•order. Besides, too many reasons 
will confuse and sometimes fright- 
en a small child. 


Are you putting an unfair bur- 


den of decision on him? When you 
ask the child, "do you want to?" 
rather than tell him what to do, 
you are giving him a choice. It is 
unfair then not to accede to his 
answer. 


If your child obeys most of the 


time, you should feel gratified. An 
occasional outburst of disobedience 
shows his natural desire for inde- 
pendence. In this case you should 
investigate your own attitude "to 
see if you are giving him enough 
free rein and treating him justly.

Liter thought that his two pas- 


sengers, Robert Gotiker, 19. Mt. 
Morris, and Larry Cramer, 17, Mt. 
Morris, had remained at the 
wreckage to halt traffic, according 
to his testimony, but that he learn- 
ed'later that they had come with 
him to the house. 


Heart Collision 


It was then that he heard the 


collision of the third car driven 
into the wreckage. He had to wake 
people in the farm house to notify 
authorities of the accident. 


Liter said that he was coming 


from Considine's tavern where he 
had purchased the bandy-six car* 
tons of beer when he came onto the 
accident. 
' 


He said that Pieper was also at 


Considine's that evening. Lizer got 
there first and was joined by 
Cramer and Gouker, according to 
Liter's testimony. 


Harold Consldlne, owner of the 


tavern, sold him four or five beers 
while he was In the tavern, said 
Llzer. Two other girls, Mary and 
Rose, (he couldn't remember the 
last names) were with him in the 
tavern. 


"Neither one of them was of 


age," said Llzer. 


Told Consldlne 


After he had made calls for help, 


Llzer said, he flagged traffic until 
rural fire engines arrived, Then 
he went to Harmon and told Const- 
dine what had happened and that 
Consldine said his father told him 
never to sell to minors. 


He again returned to the acci- 


dent and was told that two were 
dead. After that, he went to the 
home "where Rose lived." 


A biack Chevrolet pulled up to 


the house and its occupants told 
the teenagers not to say anything, 
that they had been at the Victory 
cafe for something to eat. 


Llzer didn't name the occupants 


in the car. He later went to his 
home after returning his father's 
car to his hotel In Mt. Morris. 


. Tells of Drinking 


Pieper, said Llzer, was drinking 


at the time he had met him at 
Considine's. He added that Pieper 
left the tavern before he did. 


Robert Gouker, corroborated 


Llzer's testimony with two excep- 
tions. He *said that Pieper and he 
only had one beer and that Llzer's 
car came to a stop farther away 
from the accident than the driver 
estimated.

He left with Cramer and Llrer

LeRoy Blackburn, 20, a passen-

He didn't come to Until he woke 


up in the hospital, said Blackburn. 


Bought Beer 


Prior to the accident, he said 


that he-was with the others In the 
Noble car. They then went to 
Dempsey's Tap in Amboy at about 
10:40 p.m. where they bought six 
cans of beer, testified Blackburn. 


Frank Dempsey waited on him, 


Blackburn added. The quartet took 
the cans with them in the car and 
drank them between Amboy and 
Dixon. Noble had one can, said 
Blackburn. Miss Knuth had some. 
he added. 


Blackburn said he fell .asleep in 


Dixon and admitted during the 
questioning that Noble might have 
had more than one beer'while he 
slept. 


Mary Busser, in the KSB hos- 


pital testified that she was with 
Pieper at the time of the accident.

They were coming from Harmon 


just after midnight. She met Pie- 
per at the Royal Palms in Dixon 
prior to going to Considines.

quate school facilities in Illinois, 
an educator estimated today. 


James E. Pease, president of th* 


niinois Education Association, said 
that much money could be spent 
now lit constructing -new school 
buildings and 
modernizing! old 


ones. 


Expansion is needed, he said, to 


provide for increasing enrollments. 


Pease, superintendent of schools 


in LaGrange, said there is a short- 
age of teachers as well as class- 
room space. 


"In 1952 one college in Illinois 


graduated 401 persons qualified to 
teach, but that same college re- 
ceived 2.629 calls for teachers," he 
said. ."That is the story of most of 
the teacher training institution*." 


He said Illinois schools could use" 


3,500 to 4,000 teachers to meet the 
needs arising 
from 
retirement, 


death and the growing number of 
pupils. 


Speaking of increased state aid 


to schools, Pease said: 


"The School Problems Commis- 


sion has agreed that an adequate 
foundation program should be at 
least $200 per pupil, and it follows 
that the present equalization level 
of $160 should be raised to the $200 
level during the coming session of 
the legislature." 


Pease spoke at the first general 


session of the 99th annual meeting 
of the association. The organiza- 
tion of teachers and other school 
officials was founded Dec. 28,1863, 
in Bloomington.

Chickens'Talk9 
With Meaning, 
Scientists Say 


By ALTON L. BUUCE8LEB

ST. LOUIS—<»V-Chick«n* talk, in 


a cluck-and-aquawk code of re- 
markable meanings, two scientists 
reported today. 


They say, "Hawk coming." or 


in a different sound. "Dog or 
danger around." The baby chick 
suys an equivalent of, "Hey, mom. 
I'm lost," and the hen can say. 
'Come here," or "Dinner's ready." 
The study of chicken language 


even suggests a scientific method 
of chicken stealing—of which more 
in a moment. 
The sound signals of chickens 


were analysed by Dr. Nicholas 
Colllas, zoologist now at Cornell 
University, and Prof. Martin Joos 
of the University of Wisconsin, in 
research at Wisconsin. 


The chicken "talk" was recorded 


by an electronic machine, the 
apectrograph, w h i c h translate 
sounds into wavy lines on paper. 
The lines give an objective record 
ot the frequencies and intensity. 


Prof. Joos made the records and 


Dr. Colllas made the interpreta- 
tion*, described today to the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 


Wavy lines show when a chick 


i> chirping in pleasure, or in dis- 
tress at being alone, hungry, cold 
or thirsty or hurt. The frequency 
or timing of the chirps Is different. 


The brood hen clucks as she 


walks, summoning her chicks to 
follow her,'Dr. Colllas said. She 
gives about two clucks per second. 


When the hen discovers food, she 


clucks rapidly* about four clucks 
a second, to call her chicks to 
join the feast. 


At night, when she roosts, she 
elves a Burrlnir sound, lasting 
about 1%~ seconds, to bring all 
chicks under her wing. 


If a hawk appears, chickens have 


an alarm scream, loud and rau- 
cous, that sends chicks running to 
shelter. 
But if it's 'danger from the 


ground, a dog or a man, the warn- 
ing is loud, repeated calls of a 
bit different frequency. The hen 
also seems to give an alerting call, 
low and rather, brief and harsh, 
that makes chicks stop and freeze, 
Dr. Collias said. 


As tests of the meaning of the 


various calls, the experimenters 
used recording or artificial sounds 
that showed the same spectograph 
lines as did different signal calls 
of real chickens. 


Tapping a pencil on a wooden 


table or cardboard box was Ilka 
the "come here" clucking call, 
and attracted young chicks. , 


That is your tip on how to pro- 


ceed with some scientific chicken 
stealing. 


HST Likely 
To Ask for 
S73% Billion 


WASHINGTON OK— An informed 


administration source said today 
President Truman will call upon 
the new Congren to vote about 
73'/i billicn dollars In new appro- 
priations next year. ' 


He predicted government expen- 


ditures of "somewhat undar" 80 
billion dollars—subject, of course, 
to changes by the incoming Eisen- 
hower administration. 


Spending in the present fiscal 


year, the source Mid. will proba- 
bly fall between four and five bil- 
lion dollar* below-tb«-latest offi- 
cial estimate, due to lags to de- 
fence expenditures, but tax collec- 
tions will be about what was pre- 
viously estimated. 


That would mean a five to six 


billion dollar budget deficit at the 
end of next June in place of the 
present official estimate of $10, 
300,000.000. 


On a cash Income and outgo 


basis, the deficit, according to this 
information, from a man who ask 
ed that he not be named, would be 
from two to three billion dollar* In- 
stead of the present estimate of 
nearly seven billions cash deficit. 
Actual government spending al 
ways varies from the amounts 
voted by Congress because of de- 
livery time laga. 


The present fiscal year—fiscal 


1953—ends next June 30.
